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Reports  of  Officers 

PRESIDENT 

It  is  with  pride  that  I  briefly  review  the  activities  of 
the  Winston-Salem  Junior  League  for  the  year  1942-43. 
I  leave  the  detailed  reports  of  the  officers  and  chairmen 
to  show  what  has  been  accomplished  in  each  phase  of  our 
program. 

I  should  like^  first  of  all^  to  express  my  sincere  appre- 
ciation to  each  one  of  our  sustaining  members  for  the  ex- 
cellent work  they  have  contributed  to  the  League  and  to 
the  community  this  year.  Our  board  representatives  were 
Miss  Lois  Efird^  Mrs.  Kenneth  Mountcastle,  and  Mrs. 
Ralph  Stockton.  Mrs.  Richard  Spicer^  Defense  Chairman^ 
served  as  placement  chairman  for  the  sustaining  members 
primarily  placing  them  as  volunteers  in  work  pertaining 
to  the  war.  She  was  also  the  League  representative  on  the 
Consumer  and  Salvage  Boards.  Mrs.  James  Early^  Hospi- 
tality Chairman^  has  written  letters  to  all  the  other  Leagues 
extending  our  welcome  to  any  of  their  members,  relatives 
or  friends  who  might  be  stationed  in  or  near  Winston- 
Sialem.  Mrs.  Early  has  also  called  on  those  who  have  al- 
ready arrived  and  has  offered  her  services  in  helping  them 
to  get  established. 

Mrs.  Irvin  Carlyle^  our  Second  Vice-President^  has 
also  served  as  Radio  Chairman.  The  Junior  League  and 
the  Council  of  Social  Agencies  invited  Miss  Gloria  Chand- 
ler, of  the  A.  J.  L.  A.  staffs  here  to  conduct  a  Radio  Insti- 
tute during  the  latter  part  of  November.  The  course  last- 
ed three  days  and  was  attended  by  representatives  from 
thirty-two  organizations. 

We  had  eight  representatives  on  the  four  divisions  of 
the  Council  of  Social  Agencies.  Mrs.  Fielding  Combs  was 
elected  Chairman  of  the  Family  Child  Welfare  Division, 
and  Mrs.  Justus  Randolph  was  Chairman  of  the  Health 
Division. 

Mrs.  Justus  Randolph  has  served  as  chairman  of  the 
Public  Affairs  Committee.  This  committee  not  only  kept 
the  League  informed  on  legislative  affairs  but  arranged  for 
twelve  other  organizations  to  have  presentations  on  the 
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Morganton  investigation  and  recommendation  of  the  Study 
Commission, 

After  the  resignation  of  the  director  of  the  Child  Guid- 
ance Clinic,  a  special  committee  was  appointed  by  the 
board  to  make  an  evaluation  of  the  Clinic  on  the  com- 
mmiity.  As  a  result  of  their  meetings  with  lay  and  pro- 
fessional representatives  of  various  welfare  and  education- 
al agencies  and  consultation  with  our  A.  J.  L.  A.  staff  field 
worker,  Mrs.  Helene  Lipscomb,  the  committee  reported  to 
the  League  at  the  October  meeting  that  the  Clinic  had  al- 
ready completed  a  successful  demonstration.  The  League 
then  voted  that:  ''Since  the  Clinic  had  been  most  success- 
ful as  a  demonstration  that  we  continue  our  financial  and 
moral  support  as  long  as  needed — this  need  to  be  deter- 
mined by  a  committee  composed  of  members  of  the  League 
and  the  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine. 

It  was  voted  to  discontinue  our  interest  in  the  Gift  Shop 
by  a  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  all  the  voting  members 
of  the  League  by  a  special  ballot  mailed  to  each  member. 
The  result  was  announced  at  the  February  meeting,  and 
a  committee  was  immediately  appointed  to  handle  the  dis- 
posal of  the  shop.  The  board  and  the  committee  agreed  at 
a  called  meeting  to  sell  the  shop  to  Miss  Isabelle  McPhail, 
the  sale  to  become  effective  March  1st. 

The  Executive  Committee  appropriated  $25  to  the 
Winston-Salem  Civic  ¥/elcoming  Committee,  to  be  spent 
on  a  party  given  for  the  newcomers  with  the  Civil  Service 
District  Headquarters. 

In  November,  the  board  voted  to  give  $150  to  help 
with  the  office  supplies  of  the  Women's  Division  of  the 
War  Savings  Committee,  of  which  Mrs.  Irving  Carlyle  is 
the  Regional  Director  and  Mrs.  Kenneth  Mountcastle  is 
the  Co-Chairman  of  Winston-Salem. 

The  League  voted  in  March  to  give  $5,000  to  the  Fam- 
ily Service  Agency  to  be  used  for  establishing  a  special 
children's  service,  namely,  the  Child  Placing  Agency; 
$3,000  to  the  American  Red  Cross,  and  $1,000  to  the  Win- 
ston-Salem Teachers  College  for  their  library  fund. 

At  the  April  meeting,  the  League  appropriated  $100 
for  the  purpose  of  sending  2,000  packages  of  Camels  to 
our  over-seas  fighting  men. 
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I  am  deeply  grateful  to  each  member  of  my  board  and 
to  each  member  of  the  League  for  her  interest,  coopera- 
tion and  loyal  support.  It  has  been  an  honor  and  a  pleasure 
to  serve  as  your  President.

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Reports  of  Standing  Committees 

CULTURAL  ARTS  COMMITTEE 

During  the  past  year  the  Arts  Committee  has  assisted 
in  the  continuance  of  the  Community  Art  School  program. 
In  the  spring  of  1942^  over  fifteen  hundred  letters  were 
sent  out  in  a  membership  drive  to  raise  sufficient  funds: 

(1)  Maintain  the  school  through  the  foUov^ing  year. 

(2)  Bring  exhibitions  of  interest  to  the  community. 

In  May  ;an  Impressionist  Exhibition  was  lent  to  us  by 
Knoedler's  Galleries  of  New  York,  including  works  of  De- 
gas, Renoir,  Cezanne,  Toulouse-Lautrec,  and  others.  In  the 
fall  of  1942  a  Defense  Poster  Exhibition  from  the  Museum 
of  Modern  Art  was  presented,  including  the  original  works 
of  foremost  contemporary  artists.  In  both  exhibitions  an  at- 
tendance record  was  kept  and  revealed  tan  increasing  inter- 
est among  students.  The  League's  interest  was  negligible. 

A  membership  drive  has  not  been  held  this  spring,  pend- 
ing a  decision  by  the  School  Board  on  the  Arts  Education- 
al Program  in  the  City  High  Schools.

CHILD  GUIDANCE  CLINIC 

The  annual  report  for  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  from 
May,  1942,  covers  three  important  phases — first,,  the  re- 
organization of  the  Clinic  Board;  second,  the  actual  func- 
tion of  the  clinic  in  the  community;  and  third,  the  closing 
of  the  clinic. 

During  the  spring  of  1.942  the  need  for  a  reorganiza- 
tion of  the  Clinic  Board  became  urgent.  We  were  fortunate 
in  having  the  advice  of  Mrs.  Helene  Lipscombe  during  her 
Institute  in  March  (covered  in  detail  in  the  March,  1942, 
News  Sheet).  Dr.  Milton  E.  Kirkpatrick,  Director  of  the 
Division  of  Community  Clinics  of  the  National  Committee 
for  Mental  Hygiene,  came  at  our  request  and  helped  draw 
up  a  new  constitution  and  set  up  the  essential  committees. 
Every  precaution  was  taken  to  give  the  clinic,  and  there- 
fore, the  Junior  League  a  proper  functioning  board  for 
their  project.  Mr.  W.  K.  Hoyt  was  elected  President.  Dr. 
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Win^ate  Johnson,  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Graydon  Pleas- 
;mts,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  Charles  E.  Norfleet,  Treasurer. 

Tiirninfij  our  attention  to  the  actual  work  at  the  clinic 
from  April  1st,  we  see  there  was  an  increase  in  the  case 
load.  More  people  were  coming  as  the  result  of  referrals 
from  patients  who  had  been  treated.  Schools,  Doctors  and 
Social  Agencies  used  the  service  more.  Dr.  James  Watson, 
Director  of  the  Division  of  Mental  Hygiene  of  the  State 
Board  of  Charities  and  Public  Welfare,  referred  treatment 
cases  to  the  clinic.  Duke  Hospital  and  the  Women's  Col- 
lege in  Greensboro  referred  cases.  Numerically  speaking, 
the  clinic  compared  favorably  with  the  case  load  of  clinics 
in  cities  of  twice  the  size  of  Winston-Salem. 

At  the  date  of  the  clinic  closing,  only  $.50  was  uncol- 
lected in  fees  during  the  entire  existence  of  the  clinic.  In 
the  last  six  months  of  operation  the  fee  rate  was  lowered, 
which  was  indicative  of  the  sound  growth  of  the  clinic 
showing  that  more  social  agencies  were  making  use  of  the 
clinic. 

Outside  the  clinic,  both  Dr.  Rose  and  Miss  Maxwell 
continued  to  work  in  the  community  on  various  commit- 
tees, making  addresses,  etc. 

The  Clinic  Board  and  the  Junior  League  were  unpre- 
apred  for  Dr.  Rose's  resignation  as  Director  of  the  clinic 
on  September  30,  1942. 

The  details  of  the  closing  of  the  clinic  have  been  re- 
corded; however,  I  shall  outline  the  procedure  that  was 
followed:  At  the  October  Junior  League  meeting^,  Dr. 
Rose's  resignation  was  announced.  At  the  recommendation 
of  the  League  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Executive 
Board  to  consider  the  resignation  as  it  affected  the  clinic 
and  to  evaluate  the  clinic's  place  and  services  in  the  com- 
munity program  as  a  whole.  The  Junior  League  voted  to 
continue  its  financial  and  moral  support  of  the  Child  Guid- 
ance Clinic  as  long  as  needed.  This  need  to  be  determined 
by  a  committee  representing  the  Junior  League,  Child 
Guidance  Clinic,  and  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine. 

On  October  7th,  the  Junior  League  Committee  including 
Mrs.  Thomas  Rice,  Mrs.  Fielding  Combs,  Mrs.  Marcus 
Wilkinson,  Mrs.  Shelbourne  Johnson,  Mrs.  Claude  Glenn 
and  Mrs.  James  DeHart  met  with  all  the  Social  Agency 
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executives  and  the  representatives  of  the  Bowman  Gray 
School  of  Medicine,  with  Mr.  Hoyt  presiding. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  by  the  executives  represent- 
ed that  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  had  made  a  successful 
demonstration  and  had  shown  the  need  for  psychiatry  in 
the  community  and  state.  To  provide  a  permanent  psychia- 
tric service  was  the  problem  at  hand.  Dr.  C.  C.  Carpenter 
stated  the  Medical  School  would  make  every  effort  to  car- 
ry on  the  program  indefinitely.  A  search  for  a  competent 
psychiatrist  was  begun  immediately  following  the  October 
meeting.  Dr.  Kirkpatrick  was  again  consulted  but  said  that 
Winston-Salem,  like  most  other  cities,  had  lost  clinic  di- 
rectors for  highly  specialized  assignments  with  the  Army 
and  Navy,  and  to  quote  him  (October  28th)  "There  are 
no  directors  available.*'  Dr.  Carpenter  left  no  stones  un- 
turned looking  for  a  successor.  The  last  of  November  lie 
announced  to  the  Clinic  Board  that  he  was  unable  to  find 
a  suitable  person  to  continue  the  work  of  the  clinic,  but 
that  a  staff  member  of  the  Medical  School  could  carry  on 
the  program  for  the  time  being.  The  Clinic  Board  then  vot- 
ed that  it  would  be  most  practical  to  close  the  Child  Guid- 
ance Clinic  December  15th,  1942.  The  Board  has  not  liqui- 
dated but  is  ready  at  any  time  to  work  in  the  interest  of 
furthering  Child  psychiatry  in  Winston-Salem.

EDUCATION  COMMITTEE 


The  provisional  course  was  given  this  year  in  coopera- 
tion with  the  Council  of  Social  Agencies  and  was  called  '*A 
Basic  Training  Course  for  Volunteers.*'  Sixteen  people,  six 
of  whom  were  Junior  League  provisionals,  took  the  course, 
which  was  taught  by  Mr.  Tom  Carroll,  executive  secretary 
of  the  Community  Chest.  The  group  met  for  eight  panel 
discussions,  led  by  professional  workers  of  the  public  and 
private  welfare  agencies,  on  the  problems  of  our  community 
and  how  we  are  meeting  them.  In  addition,  field  trips  were 
taken  in  order  to  observe  the  actual  workings  of  the  agen- 
cies. In  a  separate  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  Provision- 
als, Mrs.  Robert  McCuiston  and  Mrs.  Tom  Rice  presented 
the  history  and  work  of  the  Winston-Salem  League  and  of 
the  national  association.  For  the  provisionals  unable  to  take 
the  regular  course,  Mr.  Carroll  gave  two  lectures  and  an 
oral  examination. 

As  a  community  service  in.  the  field  of  education,  a 
study  course  on  current  and  postwar  problems  was  spon- 
sored by  the  committee,  using  the  bulletins  and  reports  of 
the  Foreign  Policy  Association  as  source  material,  and  Mr. 
Tom  Holder,  professor  of  history  at  Salem  College  as  the 
teacher.  Initiations  were  extended  to  the  following  groups :

Secretary  of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  its  staff.

Dr.  C.  C.  Carpenter,  who  explained  the  necessity  for 
closing  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic. 

Mr.  Theodore  Johnson,  head  of  the  State  Office  of 
Price  Administration,  who  discussed  the  relation- 
ship of  Inflation,  Rationing  and  Price  Control. 

In  addition  to  these  speakers,  two  talks  were  given  by 
League  members.  Mrs.  Irving  Carlyle  spoke  of  the  neces- 
sity for  buying  War  Bonds  and  Stamps,  and  Mrs.  Richard 
Spicer  explained  Point  Rationing. 

Other  programs  included  a  skit  on  Christmas  giving, 
written  by  Mary  Garber  and  produced  by  the  Play  Group; 
a  quiz  program  on  community  welfare  agencies;  and  a 
showing  of  the  film,  **The  Free  American  Way."

2.  All  regular  meetings  of  the  League  were  reported  in 
the  daily  papers. 

3.  All  material  for  publication  sent  out  by  the  A.  J.  L.  A. 
was  given  excellent  placing  and  space  by  our  daily 
papers. 

4.  News  articles  explaining  the  League's  reasons  for  the 
closing  of  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic  and  the  Junior 
League  Gift  Shop  were  used. 

5.  The  committee  prepared  a  600-word  advertisement  set- 
ting forth  some  past  and  future  procedures  as  to  money 
raising.

March  31,  1943\,  ended  a  very  successful  year  for  the 
Thrift  Shop,  and  one  that  should  prove  the  Shop's  com- 
munity worth. 

Our  daily  sales  and  profits  have  steadily  increased 
these  last  five  years,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this 
year's  net  profit  of  $1,776.83  was  realized  almost  entirely 
from  League  members'  quota,  as  we  did  not  solicit  rum- 
mage, nor  did  we  sponsor  a  Rag  Tea  or  Fashion  Show. 
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Our  customers  are  far  more  numerous,  many  of  them 
more  able  to  buy — yet  there  are  others  still  in  real  need — 
therefore,  from  a  welfare  standpoint,  we  have  clothed 
many  who  could  not  afford  to  trade  elsewhere.  Much 
credit  is  due  our  new  manager,  Mrs.  A.  C.  Perry,  who  un- 
derstands their  varied  problems  and  has  stimulated  inter- 
est in  the  Shop  both  among  customers  and  League  members. 

As  for  war  needs,  we  feel  that  we  have  contributed 
materially — ^by  our  proportionate  part  in  the  League's 
gifts — to  the  Red  Cross  Drive,  Cigarettes  for  Soldiers,  The 
Family  Service  Agency  and  The  Negro  Library  Fund.

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LEGISLATIVE  COMMITTEE 

This  year  for  the  first  time^  the  Winston-Salem  Junior 
League  concerned  itself  with  State  Legislation.  After  Dr. 
Wingate  Johnson's  presentation  at  the  November  meeting 
of  the  study  and  recommendations  of  the  Morganton  Men- 
tal Hospital,  the  League  decided  to  actively  participate  in 
getting  the  recommendations  passed  by  the  N.  C.  General 
Assembly.  Although  no  petition  from  the  League  as  an  or- 
ganization was  sent  to  Raleigh,,  about  18  members  wrote 
or  wired  the  Chairmen  and  individual  members  of  the  As- 
sembly's Appropriation  Committee.  Later  they  communi- 
cated with  Representatives  from  the  district.  The  Legisla- 
tive Committee  followed  the  career  of  the  Morganton  Bill 
through  the  Legislature  in  order  to  inform  League  mem- 
bers when  to  write  to  whom. 

As  an  educational  job,  the  Legislative  Committee  pro- 
vided means  for  12  organizations  having  the  study  and 
recommendations  presented  to  their  memberships;  Doctors 
Johnson,  Elbert  McMillan,  and  James  Watson  from  Ra- 
leigh were  booked  for  speaking  engagements  for  about  half 
of  these  organizations ;  in  other  instances,  members  pre- 
sented the  material  to  their  own  organizations  after  a  teach- 
ing session  with  Dr.  Johnson. 

The  Legislative  Committee  also  studied  and  followed 
School  Legislation;  it  attempted  to  interest  League  mem- 
bers in  the  State-financed  ninth  month,  and  in  an  increase 
in  teachers'  salaries  through  a  War  Bonus.  At  strategic 
moments,  key  and  lukewarm  legislators  were  written  or 
wired.  Quite  a  few  members  ffave  the  Committee  five  cents 
and  the  authority  to  combine  their  names  on  telegrams  to 
any  Legislator  at  any  time.

RADIO  COMMITTEE 

On  November  23,  24  and  25  the  Junior  League,  in  con- 
junction with  the  Council  of  Social  Agencies,  sponsored  a 
Radio  Institute  conducted  by  Miss  Gloria  Chandler,  of  the 
A.  J.  L.  A.  staff.  Community  Service  Department.  All 
League  members  were  invited  to  attend  the  six  sessions, 
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and  special  letters  were  sent  to  all  persons  registered  at 
the  CVDO  who  had  expressed  an  interest  at  the  time  of 
registration  in  radio.  In  addition,  invitations  were  mailed 
to  all  established  community  groups  and  agencies,  includ- 
ing wartime  committees,  who  either  were  already  employing 
the  radio  medium  or  who  might  perhaps  wish  to  do  so. 

The  average  attendance  was  thirty^  and  a  total  of 
thirt^^-three  agencies  were  represented  among  those  who 
attended  at  one  or  more  sessions,  which  we  believed  was  a 
most  gratifying  response  although  the  number  of  League 
members  who  attended  was  relatively  small. 

On  January  20,  a  call  meeting  was  held  of  all  those 
who  had  attended  the  Institute  for  the  purpose  of  discuss- 
ing the  formation  of  a  local  Radio  Council.  Approximately 
fift}^  people  came  to  this  meeting.  A  motion  was  made  and 
passed  to  form  such  a  group,  and  a  steering  committee  was 
elected  to  formulate  plans  for  organization. 

Three  weeks  later  another  meeting  was  called,  at  which 
time  a  constitution  and  a  nominating  committee  reported. 
The  personnel  of  these  committees  had  been  named  by  the 
steering  committee. 

Two  Junior  League  members  were  named  on  the  pro- 
posed Executive  Board,  the  other  seven  members  of  the 
Board  coming  from  the  city  at  large. 

Under  consideration  at  this  time  is  the  employment  of 
a  paid  technical  director  whose  function  would  be  the  co- 
ordinating of  the  existing  interest  in  radio  and  the  training 
of  interested  volunteers,  casting,  and  production  of  local 
programs.

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CONSTITUTION 

Of  (the 

Junior  League  of  Winston-Salem,  N.  C. 


ARTICLE  I— NAME 

The  name  of  this  organization  shall  be  the  Junior  League  of 
Wineton-Salem,  Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  II— OBJECT  AND  POLICIES 

Object :  The  object  of  this  League  shall  be  to  foster  interest 
among  its  members  in  the  social,  economic,  educational,  cultural  and 
civic  conflitions  of  the  community  and  to  make  efficient  their  volun- 
teer service. 

Policies:  The  policies  of  this  league  shall  be  in  harmony  with 
the  policies  of  the  Association  of  the  Junior  Leagues  of  America, 
Incorporated. 

ARTICLE  III— MEMBERSHIP 
Section  1.    Classes  of  Membership. 

The  membership  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  young  women 
who  shall  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  Association.  The 
classes  of  membership  shall  be  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining,  Non- 
Resident. 

A.  Provisional  Membership 

Provisional  members  are  those  who  are  engaged  in  comply- 
ing with  the  requirements  for  admission  to  Active  member- 
ship and  are  not  eligible  to  vote  or  hold  office.  Provisional 
members  shall  be  required  to  complete  a  provisional  mem- 
ber's course  and  a  period  of  volunteer  service  satisfactory  to 
the  Placement  Committee  within  twelve  months  after  their 
election  to  provisional  membership.  An  extension  of  time 
may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Directors  in  the  case  of 
provisionals  who  for  unavoidable  reasons  are  unable  to  com- 
plete the  course.  Provisionals  who  have  completed  these  re- 
quirements are  admitted  to  active  membership  by  a  two- 
thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  Those  members  fail- 
ing to  meet  the  provisional  requirements  shall  be  dropped 
from  membership  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors and  may  not  come  up  again  for  membership  within 
two  years. 

B.  Active  Membership 

Active  members  are  those  who  have  completed  the  require- 
ments for  Provisional  Members  and  have  been  admitted  to 
Active  membership.  They  may  not  be  over  forty  years  of 
age,  with  the  exception  of  Board  members  completing  their 
term  of  office.  They  may  hold  office  and  vote.  They  shall 
justify  their  membership  through  some  form  of  community 
service  satisfactory  (in  quality  and  amount)  to  (the  Place- 
ment Committee. 

C.  Sustaining  Membership 

Sustaining  members  are  those  who  have  reached  the  age  limit 
for  Active  membership.  They  may  not  vote  or  hold  office. 

D.  Non-Resident  Membership 

Active  and  Sustaining  members  in  good  standing  are  entitled 
(to  Non-Resident  membership  which  is  open  to  those  living 
outside  the  county  of  Forsyth,  North  Carolina.  They  may  not 
vote  or  hold  office. 
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Section  2.    Admission  to  Membership 

A.  EUgribility 

Proposed  members  shall  be  between  twenty  and  thirty-three 
years  of  age,  shall  have  completed  their  schooling,  and  shall 
have  been  residents  of  Winston-Salem  or  its  vicinity  at  least 
one  year.  Before  accepting  the  invitation  to  membership, 
they  shall  agree  to  engage  in  community  service  in  connec- 
tion with  the  program  of  the  League. 

B.  Proposed  for  Membership 

Each  candidate  shall  be  proposed  by  one  member  and  sec- 
onded by  two  members  on  a  form  provided  for  the  purpose. 
A  candidate  failing  of  election  for  three  years  shall  not  again 
be  eligible.  Active  and  Sustaining  members  may  propose  one 
candidate  and  second  one  candidate  during  a  given  year,  but 
no  member  of  the  Membership  Committee  nor  of  tii^  Board 
of  Directors  may  propose  or  second  a  candidate.  No  member 
may  propose  a  relative.  Applications  for  membership  shall 
be  received  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee 
by  July  1. 

C.  Election  to  Membersliip 

The  number  of  Provisional  members  admitted  each  year  shall 
be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Directors  after  first  advising 
with  the  Membership  Committee  and  Placement  Committee. 
This  action  shall  be  taken  prior  to  the  annual  election  of 
Provisional  members.  New  members  shall  be  elected  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  names  of 
the  newly  elected  members  shall  be  announced  at  the  October 
meeting  of  the  League. 

Section  3.  Changes  in  Membership 

Applications  for  change  to  another  class  of  membership  shall  be 
made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary  and  will  be  acted  upon 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  at  any  time  during  the  year. 

Inter-LteafiTue  Membership 

A  member  of  any  League  who  is  subject  to  constant  change  of 
residence  may  have  an  Inter-League  Card  and  shall  be  listed  as  a 
member  of  the  League  issuing  the  card. 

Transfer  of  Members 

Only  Provisional,  Active,  Sustaining,  and  Non- Resident  members 
In  good  standing  may  have  the  privilege  of  transferring  membership 
to  another  League.  The  right  of  transfer  granted  in  this  section  need 
not  extend  to  a  person  who  has  lived  for  some  time  in  Winston- 
Salem  without  being  a  member  of  this  League,  a  person  who  has 
been  refused  membership  or  who  has  been  dropped  or  expelled  from 
membership  by  this  League.  Transferred  Provisional  members  shall 
take  the  additional  training  required  by  Leagues  to  which  they 
transfer.  The  Board  of  Directors  is  not  required  to  accept  transfers 
which  exceed  twenty-five  per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  membership 
in  any  one  year. 

Section  4.     Resignations,  Dropped  Members,  Re-instatements 

A.  Resignations 

Any  member  of  the  League  who  is  not  in  arrears  in  dues  or 
in  /the  performance  of  League  duties  may  resign.  Resigna- 
tions shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Recording  Secretary 
of  the  League  at  least  two  weeks  before  dues  become  pay- 
able; otherwise  members  shall  be  liable  for  dues  for  the 
coming  year. 

B.  Dropped  Members 

Members  may  be  dropped  from  the  League  for  cause  by  a 
three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 

C.  Re-instatements 

Members  who  have  resigned  while  in  good  standing  may  be

re-instated  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, upon  paying  a  sum  determined  by  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 


ABTCI.E  IV— OFFICEBS 
Section  1.  Personnel 

The  officers  of  this  League  shall  consist  of  a  President,  Vice- 
President,  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer. 

Section  2.  Nomination 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  present  a  slate  of  one  candi- 
date for  each  office  to  be  filled.  The  slate  shall  be  sent  by  the  Re- 
cording Secretary  to  each  voting  member  of  the  League  at  least  two 
weeks  before  the  election  meeting. 

Independent  nominations  may  be  made  in  writing  by  five  Ac- 
tive members  of  the  League.  They  shall  be  received  by  the  Record- 
ing Secretary  at  least  two  days  prior  to  the  election  meeting  and 
shall  be  announced  with  the  Nomina^ting  Committee's  slate. 

Section  3.  Elections 

Officers  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  the  March  meeting  of  the 
League  for  a  iterm  of  one  year.  They  shall  assume  their  duties  im- 
mediately after  the  May  meeting. 

Section  4.  Duties 

The  powers  and  duties  of  the  officers  shall  be  as  follows: 

A.  President 

The  President  shall  preside  at  meetings  of  the  League,  Board 
of  Directors  and  Executive  Committee;  shall  appoint  the 
Membership  Chairman  and  personnel  of  committees,  not  oth- 
erwise provided  for  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  be  a  member  ex- officio  of  all  committees 
except  the  Nominating  Committee.  She  shall,  with  the  Treas- 
urer, sign  all  contracts  and  obligations  authorized  by  the 
Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  perform  the  duties  pertaining 
to  the  office. 

B.  Vice-President 

The  Vice-President  shall  assist  the  President  and  perform 
the  duties  of  the  President  in  her  absence. 

C.  Recording*  Secretary 

The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes  of  the  meet- 
ings of  the  League,  the  Board  of  Directors  and  the  Execu- 
tive Committee.  She  shall  keep  a  correct,  classified  list  of 
the  names  and  addresses  of  all  members  and  shall  maintain 
a  file  of  essential  records  which  shall  be  transferred  to  her 
successor  at  the  close  of  her  term  of  office.  She  shall,  with 
the  Corresponding  Secretary,  compile  the  annual  reports  and 
edit  the  year  book. 

D.  Corresponding  Secretary 

The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  conduct  the  general  cor- 
respondence of  the  League.  She  shall  assist  the  Recording 
Secretary  in  compiling  the  annual  reports  and  editing  the 
year  book. 

E.  Treasurer 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  the  custodian  of  the  funds  of  the 
League;  shall  collect  all  dues  and  assessments  and  receive 
all  monies  except  for  those  activities  which  have  their  own 
treasurer  or  other  person  specifically  appointed  to  handle 
finances.  Such  persons  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Treasurer.  She  shall  make  payments  in  accordance  with  the 
budget  on  written  authorization  of .  the  President ;  expenses 
not  provided  for  in  the  budget  shall  be  incurred  and  paid 
only  upon  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

She  shall  keep  full  and  accurate  accounts  and  shall  present 
financial  statements  at  regular  meetings  of  the  League  and 
Board ;  she  shall  turn  over  to  her  successor  all  books  and 
financial  records  and  shall  take  a  listed  receipt  therefor. 

ARTICLE  V— BOAKD  OF  DIRECTORS 
Section  1.  Personnel 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  consist  of  the  officers  and  the 
chairmen  designated  by  ithe  Executive  Committee  each  year.  Chair- 
men are  appointed  by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Exec- 
utive Committee. 

Section  2.    Term  of  Office 

Officers  are  elected  for  a  term  of  one  year;  chairmen  appointed 
for  a  term  of  one  year.  No  officer  or  chairman  shall  hold  the  same 
office  for  more  than  two  terms  in  succession. 

Section  8.    Duties  and  Powers 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  general  charge  and  control 
of  the  affairs,  program,  funds  and  property  of  the  League.  It  shall 
be  the  final  arbiter  in  matters  of  interpretaition  of  these  By-Laws. 

Section  4.  Vacancies 

Vacancies  among  the  officers  shall  be  filled  by  election  by  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Vacancies  among  ithe  chairmen  shall  be  filled 
by  the  President  with  the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  until 
the  expiration  of  the  iterm  of  the  office. 

Section  5.  Meetings 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  hold  regular  monthly  meetings 
from  October  through  June.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  ithe 
President  and  must  be  called  upon  the  written  request  of  three  mem- 
bers of  ithe  Board. 

Section  6.    Executive  Committee 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee,  composed  of  the  offi- 
cers, which  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  Board  of  Directors  be- 
tween meetings.  The  minutes  of  the  meetings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  for  ratification  at  its  next 
meeting. 

Section  7.  Quorums 

Eight  members  of  the  Board  of  Directors  and  three  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  constitute  a  quorum  respectively. 

ARTICLE  VI— COMMITTEES 

There  shall  be  the  following  Committees  who  shall  present  plans 
for  work  to  the  Board  of  Directors.  No  work  shall  be  underitaken 
without  the  Board's  approval. 
A.  Membership  Committee 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  seven  mem- 
bers selected  by  ballot  of  the  voting  members  at  the  April 
meeting  from  a  list  of  twenty  Active  and  Sustaining  mem- 
bers, who  have  lived  in  Winston- Salem  five  years  or  more, 
submitted  by  the  Nominating  Committee.  No  member  may 
serve  on  the  Membership  Committee  more  than  two  years  in 
succession.  If  such  a  person  should  be  elected,  ithe  Member- 
ship Chairman  shall  have  the  power  to  pass  on  to  the  name 
receiving  the  next  highest  number  of  votes  in  filling  the 
Committee. 

The  Committee  shall  meet  regularly  from  July  to  October  to 
consider  and  discuss  the  applications  for  provisional  mem- 
bership and  the  names  of  other  possible  candidaites.  At  the 
October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  a  list  of  those 
names  recommended  by  the  Membership  Committee  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  Board. 
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B.  Placement  Committee 

The  Placement  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Placement 
Chairman,  the  Educational  Chairman  and  the  chairmen  of 
groups  of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee 
each  year.  The  function  of  the  Placement  Committee  shall 
be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  volunteer  service  program  of 
the  League. 

C.  Education  Committee 

The  Education  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Education 
Chairman,  the  Placement  Chairman,  the  chairmen  of  groups 
of  volunteers  designated  by  the  Executive  Committee,  each 
year,  and /or  other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Education'Com- 
miittee  shall  be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  educational  program 
of  the  League. 

D.  Nominating  Committee 

The  Nominating  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  five  mem- 
bers, two  appointed  by  the  President  and  three  elected  by  the 
League  at  the  April  meeting,  and  the  Placement  Chairman 
ex- officio.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  elect  its  own 
chairman.  The  Nominating  Committee  shall  serve  for  one 
year,  and  shall  submit  nominations  for  officers,  the  Member- 
ship Committee  and  delegates  to  the  annual  conference. 

E.  Publicity  Committee 

The  Publicity  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Publicity  Chair- 
man, News  Sheet  Editor,  Magazine  Chairman,  Otther  chair- 
men designated  by  the  Executive  Committee  each  year  and/or 
other  persons.  The  duties  of  the  Publicity  Committee  shall 
be  to  plan  and  supervise  the  publicity  of  the  League.  No 
member  of  the  League  shall  give  out  to  the  press  any  news 
item  or  information  concerning  the  League  without  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Publicity  Chairman. 

F.  News  Sheet  Committee 

The  News  Sheet  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  News  Sheet 
Editor,  as  Chairman,  and  such  assistants  as  she  may  require. 
The  duties  of  the  News  Sheet  Committee  are  to  edit  and 
publish  the  News  Sheet. 

G.  Ways  and  Means  Committee 

The  Ways  and  Means  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Treas- 
urer, as  Chairman,  the  Publicity  Chairman,  the  Placement 
Chairman  and  the  Chairman  of  any  money-raising  activities 
either  temporary  or  permanent.  The  duties  of  ithis  Commit- 
tee shall  be  to  supervise  and  plan  for  the  financing  of  the 
League's  administrative  and  community  program  and  to 
make  recommendations  to  the  Board  in  that  regard;  to  com- 
pile the  budget  for  presentation  to  the  Board  and  to  the 
League. 

H.  Special  Committees 

Special  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  with 
the  approval  of  the  Executive  Committee  which  shall  desig- 
nate their  powers  and  the  term  of  the  committee's  appoint- 
ment. 

ARTICLE  VII— MEETINGS  OF  THE  LEAGUE 
Annual  Meeting 

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  League  shall  be  held  in  May  for  the 
purpose  of  receiving  the  annual  reports  and  of  installing  officers 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Refirular  and  Special  Meetings 

Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  from  October  through  May,  the 
March  meeting  being  designa»ted  for  the  election  of  officers.  Other 
meetings  shall  be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
or  upon  written  request  of  /ten  members  of  the  League. 
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Qaornm 

A  quorum  of  the  League  shall  consist  of  one-third  of  the  vot- 
ing members. 

ARTICLE  VIII—FINANCIAI.  ABBANGEMENTS 
Section  1.    Fiscal  Year.  Audit  and  Bonding 

The  fiscal  year  shall  be  from  April  1  ,to  March  31. 

All  League  books  shall  be  audited  at  least  annually  by  a  certi- 
fied public  accountant. 

The  Treasurer  shall  be  bonded  in  the  amount  determined  by 
the  Board  of  Directors. 

Section  2.    Membership  Dues 

All  classes  of  membership  shall  pay  annual  dues  of  $8.00  which 
shall  include  the  Association  dues  of  $4.00,  part  of  which  covers  the 
subscription  to  the  Junior  League  Magazine.  Provisional  members 
shall  pay  an  initiation  fee  of  $10.00. 

A.  Payment 

Dues  shall  be  payable  on  the  first  day  of  the  fiscal  year.  The 
Treasurer  shall  send  notices  to  each  member  on  April  1. 
Members  whose  dues  are  not  paid  by  June  1  will  be  notified 
by  card  by  the  Treasurer.  Members  whose  dues  are  not  paid 
by  October  1  will  be  notified  by  telephone.  Members  whose 
dues  are  not  paid  by  November  1  will  be  dropped. 
Provisional  members  shall  be  liable  for  the  initiation  fee 
immediately  upon  acceptance  of  the  invitation  to  provisional 
membership. 

B.  Befunds 

Refunds  of  dues  will  not  be  made  to  members  resigning  dur- 
ing the  fiscal  year. 

Refunds  will  not  be  made  to  provisionals  failing  to  meet  the 
requirements. 

C.  A.  J.  L.  A.  Indebtedness 

Members  delinquent  in  paying  this  indebtedness  to  the  A.  J. 
L.  A.  shall  be  considered  in  arrears  in  their  dues  to  this 
League. 

Section  3.    Association  Dues 

The  Treasurer  of  the  League  shall  pay  yearly  per  capita  dues 
for  all  classes  of  membership  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Association. 

ABTICIiE  IX—DELEGATES  TO  ASSOCIATION  CONFERENCES 

Delegates  to  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be 
Active  members  elected  by  the  League. 

Delegates  to  special  meetings  or  conferences  shall  be  Active  mem- 
bers appointed  by  the  Board  of  Directors. 

ABTICLE  X— AIVIENDMENTS  AND  BUXES  OF  OBDEB 

The  By-Laws  may  be  amended  by  a  two- thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers present  and  voting  at  any  meeting  of  the  League,  provided  the 
proposed  amendmeat  has  been  mailed  to  each  voting  member  at 
least  two  weeks  prior  to  the  date  of  the  meeting;  or  provided  the 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  presented  over  ,the  signature 
of  five  Active  members  at  least  one  meeting  prior  to  that  at  which 
action  is  taken,  and  due  notice  of  such  meeting  or  action  is  given 
the  membership. 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  parliamentary  authority 
for  all  matters  of  procedure  not  specifically  covered  by  the  By-Laws 
or  by  special  rules  of  procedure  adopted  by  the  League. 

ADDENDA 

Policies  and  procedures  which  have  been  voted  by  the  Leagues 
in  Association   Annual  Meetings  are  binding  on  all   Leagues  and 
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League  members.  Tbey  shall  be  printed  as  addenda  to  our  By-Laws 
in  the  year  book.  For  lack  of  space  they  are  here  omitted.  See  Page 
102-105  in  Junior  League  Handbook  for  information. 

STANDING  RUIiES 

1.  Administrative 

A.  Meetingrs 

A  meeting  of  the  Junior  League  of  Winston- Salem  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  the  following  months :  April, 
November,  December,  January,  February  and  March.  The 
annual  meeting  shall  be  held  in  May,  the  date  to  be  deter- 
mined each  year  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  The  October 
meeting  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  that  month. 
No  notice  shall  be  given  except  through  the  newspaper. 

B.  Expenses  of  Delegates 

The  full  expenses  of  delegates  to  conferences  and  the  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  paid  by  the  League. 

C.  Thrift  Shop  Quota 

Any  Junior  League  member,  other  than  Non-Resident  mem- 
bers, shall  be  required  to  pay  annually  on  April  1  in  cash 
to  the  Thrift  Shop  any  amount  noit  otherwise  contributed  in 
rummage  to  complete  her  Thrift  Shop  quota. 

2.  Departmental 

A.  Membership  Committee 

This  shall  be  a  secret  committee. 

The  Membership  Chairman  shall  be  responsible  for  counting 
the  ballots  for  membership  committee  and  calling  all  meet- 
ings. 

No  member  may  serve  on  the  Membership  Committee  for 
more  than  two  years  in  succession.  In  case  a  member  has 
served  for  two  successive  years  and  is  again  elected,  the 
Membership  Chairman  shall  call  upon  the  person  receiving 
the  next  highest  vote  to  serve  instead.  In  case  of  a  tie,  the 
six  members  and  the  Membership  Chairman  shall  have  the 
power  to  determine  by  a  majority  vote  the  seventh  member 
of  the  committee. 

Relatives  (mothers,  sisters,  sisters-in-law,  first  cousins)  of 
candidates  for  provisional  membership  may  not  serve  on  the 
Membership  Committee.  If  such  a  person  is  elected,  she  shall 
be  replaced  by  the  person  receiving  the  next  highest  num- 
ber of  votes. 

The  Membership  Committee  shall  acquaint  themselves  con- 
cerning the  individual  candidates  and  shall  be  responsible 
for  finding  ouit  their  qualifications.  After  thorough  discus- 
sion, a  vote  by  secret  ballot  shall  be  taken.  Five  affirmative 
votes  of  the  Membership  Committee  are  necessary  for  elec- 
tion by  this  Committee. 

At  the  October  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  held  one 
week  at  least  before  the  regular  meeting,  the  Membership 
Chairman  shall  submit  the  list  of  candidates  elected  by  the 
Membership  Committee.  The  Board  shall  vote  by  secret  bal- 
lot on  the  list.  To  be  elected  to  Provisional  membership  a 
candidate  must  receive  a  three-fourths  majority  vote  of  the 
Board  of  Directors.  Invitations  shall  be  mailed  immediately 
to  those  elected,  and  the  names  of  those  who  accept  shall 
be  announced  by  the  Membership  Chairman  at  the  October 
meeting. 

B.  Provisional  Training  Coarse 

Punctual  attendance  by  the  Provisional  members  upon  all 
lectures  planned  for  the  Training  Course  is  compulsory. 
A  written  notice  of  the  dates  and  hour  for  all  lectures  must 
accompany  each  letter  of  invitation  to  provisional  members. 
No  further  nottice  need  be  given  unless  there  is  a  change  of 
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date  or  hour  for  any  lecture. 

All  explanations  for  absence  from  any  lecture  riuisl  he  sent 
in  writing  ito  the  Board  of  Directors.  If  an  excused  absence 
is  granted  by  the  Board  the  actual  time  of  the  lecture  not 
aitt ended  must  be  made  up  and  notes  of  lectures  nor  attended 
must  be  secured  for  study.  If  the  absence  is  not  excused, 
the  entire  course  and  examination  must  be  taken  over  the 
following  year. 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  pass  upon  the  record  of  each 
Provisional  member  and  shall  determine  whether  or  not  said 
Provisional   has    satisfactorily    performed    the  requirements 
laid  down  by  it. 
C.  Duties  of  Committee  Chairmen 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  committee  chairman  to  create 
and /or  maintain  a  manual  for  her  committee  which  outlines 
the  methods  and  procedures  by  which  the  committee  fulfills 
the  function  and  duties  assigned  to  it  by  the  By-Laws  or  by 
the  motion  or  executive  order  which  creates  the  committee. 
Such  methods  and  i)rocedures  are  subject  to  change,  at  the 
discretion  of  the  committee,  provided  they  do  not  conflict 
with  the  By-Laws,  or  with  any  Standing  Rules  adopted  by 
the  League  or  the  Board  of  Directors.
